WAR COMES HIGH 
The alternatives in a modern war are 
victory or bankruptcy. The plight of Ger- 
many proves that beyond question. And 
the plight of the Allied countries shows 
that the financial difference between vic- 
tory and bankruptcy is by no means as 


notable as it might be. 

it must be apparent to every thinking 
being by this time that war is now too 
costly a business to be tolerated, and that 
whether a country comes out victorious 
or vanquished it has to help pay for the 
mad carnival of destruction. In one sense 
the vanquished fares better than the vic- 
tor; it at least has no illusions to be shat- 
tered as to who is to do the paying. 

Hard times aré doing more than any- 
thing else could do to pave the way for a 
real advance toward the reduction of 
armaments when the representatives of 
the nations gather at Geneva next Febru- 
ary. If the hard-driven taxpayers of the 
world have anything to say the conference 
will slash military and naval budgets with 
something resembling the patriotic fervor 
of war time. 


FRUIT GROWERS KICK 
The president of the associated fruit 
and vegetable growers of British Colum- 
bia thinks the new Australian trade treaty 
leaves these producers ‘worse off than 
they were before.’ His objections are that 
while Australian fruits and onions are 


given concessions in the Canadien mar- 
ket, Canadian growers do not get any 
compensating favor in the Australian 


market. Canadian apples are still under 
an embargo as far as Australia is con- 
cerned, and Canadian onions are subject 
to preferential rates which are the same 
as the general rates, forty dollars a ton. 

On paper at least this would seem to 
be a good case for the claim that the B. C. 
growers have got rather less than nothing 
out of the deal. But the injury imposed 
upon them may be more apparent than 
real, It is possilbe to exaggerate the mar- 
ket that outsiders can find for fruit and 
vegetables in a country where these can 
be grown the year round, as in Australia. 
The Australians may have also overesti- 
mated the market they can find in Canada 
for classes of fruits and vegetables such 
as are grown here. 


CHEAP COAL FOR CHILE 

The coal mining interests on Vancou- 
ver Island think they would like to have 
the bonus on export coal raised from 25 
cents per ton to $1 per ton. The 25 cent 
bonus was given to them at the same time 
the Alberta mines were given the addi- 
tional benefit of having the subvention 
payable to them apply on coal shipped as 
far east as Fort William and Sioux Look- 
out. On the ground, that as Alberta mines 
were being helped, British Columbia mines 
should be given a similar measure of as- 
sistance, 

But there is this difference between 
the two cases. The subvention paid on 
Alberta coal is paid on coal to be burned 
in Canada. It is designed to prevent 
United States coal coming into the Domin- 
ion, and Canadian coal money going out, 
and is part of the policy of making Canada 
independent in the matter of fuel. The 
bonus paid to the Vancouver island mines 
is not in respect of coal burned in Can- 
ada, but of coal burned in California or in 
countries located on the west coast of 
South America. 

It is one thing to help Canadian mines 
to hold their home market against foreign 
competition, It is quite a different thing 
to subsidize Canadian mines to supply coal 
at lower prices to foreign consumers, The 
Canadian taxpayers might have t'ound lit- 
tle fault with a bonus of 25 cents per ton 
on coal shipped to South America, but 
when they are asked to pay a dollar a 
ton in order that Chile may get its coal 
supply cheap the proposal takes on a quite 
different aspect. 


WORK FOR IDLE MEN 

The time for governments to construct 
public works is when there is the least de- 
mand for capital and labor to carry on the 
processes of industry and trade 

That would seem to be an elementary 
principle of sound policy. Money for such 
undertakings can then be secured at low-

er rates of interest than have to be paid 
when businessmen are clamoring and bid- 
ding for capital. Labor employed in pub- 
lic works in quiet seasons is not with- 
drawn from wealth-creating operations, 
but would otherwise be idle. Since public 
works have to be constructed, there is 
double economy in doing the work when 
it can be done cheapest and with the least 
dislocation of business. 

This principle should be made the basis 
of plans by the Dominion, provincial and 
municipal governments for dealing with 
the present unemployment condition. If 
that were done there would be a minimum 
demand for direct relief, and for relief 
works properly so-called. And the tax- 
payers, instead of paying out money to 
keep idle men alive or to keep them doing 
work of little or no importance, would be 
getting real and permanent value for the 
money spent, better value than they can 
get if the construction is done when money 
is dear and labor scarce. 

Canada is a young country with an as- 
sured future. To realize that future it 
will have to be net-worked with highways 
and railways, its harbors improved, its 
cities equipped for future expansion. 
There is an incalculable amount of public 
works construction in sight that will have 
to be done, the country over, during the 
next twenty years. The money is now 
available with which to do this work, at 
low rates of interest. The labor supply is 
standing idle, and the men will have to be 
provided with wages or food. 

What is needed, at Ottawa, at the pro- 
vincial capitals, and in the municipal coun- 
cil chambers, is the courage to take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity thus presented. 
If the idle money in Canada were used to 
employ the idle men in the construction 
of public works whose usefulness can be 
foreseen, the unemployment “problem” 
would be in a fair way to solution. 

It is the business of the national gov- 
ernment to take the situation in hand, 
supply that courageous leadership, and 
give generous assistance to the provinces 
and municipalities in carrying out their 
parts of the program.

Governors of 14 cotton producing 
states were urged to enlist the co- 
operation of every available agency 
in this step to increase the price of 


cotton 
Chairman Ston who conferred 
with directors of the Cotton Stabiliza- | 
tion Corporation and the American 
Cotton Co-operative Association, said 
if growers promised to plow under | 
every third row of cotton now grow- | 
| 
ing, the cotton co-operative would be 
asked also to withhold the 2,000,000 | 
bales it owns from trade channel 


“This program,” he asserted, “if 
fully cerried out by southern farmers 
as well as by ourselves will mean re- 


duction of total supply by at least 
4,000,000 bales and withholding from 
this year’s market of 3,000,000 bales 
more
